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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pyles et al . 

Pyles discloses an elliptical exercise device having a crankshaft assembly. 
Applicnat's figure 2 prior art shows a crankshaft assembly comprising a linking 
member 13 broadly having head and body portions and being pivotally 
connected with a link bar (crank). The body portion 14 is pivotal wth respect to 
the crank and with respect to the foot support bar, e.g., portion 14 acts as a 
pivotal interface between the foot support bar and the head portion. Note slide 
member 13 (spacer between parts 12 and 13). 

As to claim 7, the lower front wall of foot support bar has straight corners which 
appear to be capable of engaging the linking member 13 and which inherently 
has a gap therebetween, thus providing a pivoting range. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 4 line 2, 
"pulle" should be changed to -wheel-. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 states that the linking member has an outer diameter, however no 
structure has been claimed which would then define a diameter of the linking 
member. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The examiner suggests that applicant correct the claim 5 language and 
incorporate claim 5 into claim 1. It should be noted that the examiner has not 
searched outside the elliptical area; therefore it is requested that applicant 
change the preambular language of the claims to positively recite the elliptical 
exercise structure in order to avoid an art rejection from patents outside the 
elliptical exercise area. It is suggested that the first lines of claim 1 be changed 
to -An elliptical exercise machine comprising-, and in line 5 insert -a crankshaft 
comprising-. In the dependent claims "crankshaft" should be changed to - 
elliptical exercise machine-.
